FATALITY 

Motorist is killed in 
crash on major route 

A MOTORIST was killed following a crash 
on a major route from the Black Country 
into Birmingham on Monday morning. 

The man died in an accident on the 
Quinton Expressway in the early hours. 
The crash happened between junction 
three of the M5 and the Quinton island. No 
other cars were involved. 

Paramedics arrived to find the car on fire 
and the driver could not be saved. 

The A456 Quinton Expressway, which 
joins onto Manor Way, Halesowen, was 
closed until 10am as an investigation into 
the crash was launched.

THE number of gritting lorries 
taking to the roads in the Dud¬ 
ley borough this winter could 
be cut to save money. 

Gritting services will be reviewed, 
with cash-strapped Dudley Council 
aiming to save more than £100,000 
over the next three years. 

Further cost-cutting measures have been re¬ 
vealed by the council, which needs to save £25 
million by 2020. 

These include closing public toilets which are 
underused or in a poor state of repair and dim¬ 
ming street lights on residential roads. 

Council staff could also be forced to take five 
days of additional unpaid leave each year, at a 
time to be decided by their bosses. 

This comes on top of more job losses an¬ 
nounced at the council, which blames reduced 
Government funding for its cuts. 

The measures are included in the council’s 
budget proposals for the next financial year. 

Bosses have also said they will consider in¬ 
creasing burial fees as well as hiking charges 
on its car parks. 

As the first frosts of November hit roads this 
week, one of the most controversial measures 
proposed by the local authority is a review of 
its winter service provision. Bosses said major 
roads would continue to be gritted but they 
needed to ensure the service was providing 
value for money. 

Technology 

Gritting lorries and bins, which are provided 
to households, would be ‘rationalised’ under 
the plans which would save £105,000. 

Highways boss Councillor Hilary Bills said 
improvements in technology meant the bor¬ 
ough no longer needed lorries covering every 
inch of the borough. 

She said: “People don’t need to worry about 
the gritting service. We employ an awful lot of 
technology now which knows when and where 
we should be gritting. We don’t do a blanket 
grit anymore. Those days are gone. The lorries 
know where to grit and that’s where the sav¬ 
ings will come from.” 

Street lights could be dimmed to 60 per cent 
power between 11am and 5am, a move the 
council says could save almost £300,000. 

Finance bosses have said they need to deliver 
savings wherever possible in order to achieve 
its saving target. The latest cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures come on top of previous announcements 
about the closure of the Dudley Art Gallery and 
Museum building, while a controversial plan to 
axe school crossing patrols is currently out for 
consultation (see page 5). 

Council leader Pete Lowe said: “These are 
difficult times we continue to find ourselves in 
and we have had to look at how we deliver ser¬ 
vices to make them leaner and more efficient 
than ever before.”

Our advice is not to open the 
door to people you don’t know and to 
ask people to show ID” 


DEVELOPMENT 

Tycoon plans new 
patients’ car park 

A MULTI-MILLIONAIRE developer who 
founded Merry Hill shopping centre wants 
to build a low-cost public car park opposite 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. 

Property tycoon Roy Richardson has 
revealed he is considering building a car 
park on land he owns off the A4101 High 
Street - opposite the hospital. 

The wealthy businessman, whose family 
is reported to be worth £450 million, said 
the site would either be free or have low 
charges in comparison with the hospital. 

The proposals could cause friction with 
hospital bosses, given that the car park 
would be in direct competition.

Fugitive abuser sentenced in absence 



Hafiz Rahman - paedophile 


A RELIGIOUS leader who went on the 
run after being found guilty of inde¬ 
cently assaulting two young girls at his 
mosque has been sentenced to 11-and- 
a-half years behind bars in his absence. 

Hafiz Rahman, 58, was convicted of 
five charges on October 7 in his absence, 
claiming he was too ill to attend court. 
But he fled the country to Bangladesh 
the following day. 

Police are working with officers in 
that country to try to track him down. 

Rahman, of Ballard Road, Nether- 
ton, had been working at Queens Cross 
mosque in Cradley Heath in the 1980s 


when the abuse took place. Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard how he as¬ 
saulted two girls at the mosque, where 
they had gone for religious instruction. 
The victims were aged under 10 at the 
time. 

Sentencing Rahman, Judge Nicholas 
Cartwright said: “There was no need to 
be suspicious that he would not attend 
his sentencing hearing so no warrant 
was issued for his arrest after he was 
convicted.” 

The judge said the first victim was 
touched in the chest area through 
clothes and he touched her thigh. 


“He stopped when she told her 
mother. She has largely buried this 
abuse,” he said. 

“His other victim was abused in a 
more serious way. 

“There is clear evidence that her 
ability to forge relationships has been 
blighted, and she finds it especially dif¬ 
ficult to enjoy the intimacy of an adult 
relationship.” 

One of the sex offender’s victims said 
after the sentencing: “I am pleased with 
the sentencing. For me, this is over now. 

“I just hope the police can get him 
back here.” 


Drunk started fire at 
his ex-girlfriend's flat 

A DRUNKARD whose life had 
been destroyed by booze started 
a fire at the home of his former 
partner, a judge heard. 

Robert Gordon lost his job and 35- 
year marriage as a result of his drink¬ 
ing, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. 

His four-year relationship with Lisa 
White had also hit the rocks, revealed Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Months after that break up, the 62-year- 
old called at her flat in Sydney Road, Cra¬ 
dley Heath, and was allowed to stay until 
he could find permanent accommodation. 

On March 15, Ms White left the living 
room to prepare some food for him and re¬ 
turned to find the floor on fire. 

Gordon, who had been drinking heavily, 
told her: “I am going to burn you out.” 

Mr Searle said: “He suggested that he 
had lost everything because of her and now 
she was going to lose everything too.” 

Firefighters 

A cushion was set alight and the blaze 
spread to a chair. The flames were quickly 
extinguished by firefighters but the prop¬ 
erty suffered smoke damage. 

Gordon and his ex-partner were treated 
for smoke inhalation. 

She later told police: “There was no rea¬ 
son for him to do this. We had not been ar¬ 
guing or anything like that.” 

Mr Simon Warlock, defending, told the 
court: “He has little memory of what hap¬ 
pened but knows that alcohol is the root 
cause of his problems. 

“He had been drinking heavily and did 
something exceedingly stupid. He knows 
he cannot go back to drinking again. It 
explains the ending of a 35-year marriage 
and the fact that his two daughters, who 
he cares for very much, have not spoken to 
him for a few years. 

“The seven months he has spent in cus¬ 
tody waiting for this case to be resolved has 
given him time to think.” 

Gordon, of no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to committing arson when reckless 
as to whether life was endangered. 

He was jailed for 18 months and banned 
from having contact with his former part¬ 
ner.

Chelsea Moore has been named 
Midlands Make Up Artist of the 
year at the Midlands Fashion 
Awards. 

The awards ceremony was held 
at the City of Birmingham Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra Centre. 

The 18-year-old qualified with 
an IMA Degree from the Central 


School of Make-Up in Birmingham 
in February and is now balancing 
full-time work as an administrator 
with self-employed make-up work. 

Chelsea said: “I was looking for 
new opportunities and came across 
the awards so I put myself forward. 

“We had to do makeup on a few 
different models that were going 
down the catwalk. We were marked 
the hygiene of our kit, the range of 
makeup we had, how we spoke to 
people and presented ourselves and 
the final overall look.” 


She added: “It’s a big achieve¬ 
ment and I’m really overwhelmed 
by it, I wasn’t expecting it at all.

Questions 
over how sex 
offender was 
able to flee 

A CHILDREN’S charity has questioned 
border controls after a Black Country 
mosque’s Imam, who was convicted for 
abusing two young girls, was able to flee 
the country. 

The NSPCC has hit out after Hafiz 
Rahman, of Ballard Road, Netherton, 
fled to Bangladesh after being convicted 
of five charges of indecent assault at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The 58-year-old claimed he was too 
ill to attend court and was convicted in 
his absence. The following day he flew 
to Bangladesh and has since been given 
a jail sentence in his absence (see left). 

West Midlands Police said Rahman 
boarded a flight to Bangladesh on Octo¬ 
ber 8, after officers had visited him at 
his home to ensure he complied with bail 
conditions. His name was also placed on 
the Police National Computer, advising 
officers should be alerted if he attempted 
to flee the UK. 

An NSPCC spokesman said: “Rahman 
used the trust and authority he com¬ 
manded as an Imam to abuse two vul¬ 
nerable young girls. These girls would 
have gone to the mosque believing they 
would be safe, but instead Rahman sub¬ 
jected them to appalling attacks. 

“Even worse, he made his victims en¬ 
dure the trauma of a crown court trial by 
denying the offences, and has now fled 
the country. Questions clearly need to 
be answered as to how and why he man¬ 
aged to leave the country.” 

A police pokesman said: “The police 
are not responsible for border checks so 
we cannot comment.”

work on detail of 
Hippodrome deal 

CAMPAIGNERS behind a rescue deal 
for Dudley Hippodrome have said 
they are taking time to finalise the 
agreement to make sure it is ‘abso¬ 
lutely right’. 

There has been a delay in handing 
over the keys to the famous building 
to the Black Country Hippodrome 
group but members say they are just 
waiting for some final points to be 
resolved with Dudley Council. Group 
chairman Paul Collins said: “We are 
taking all this time and care to get the 
lease right to ensure that we have the 
theatre on terms that will allow us to 
commission the reports and raise the 
funds needed to restore it.” 

The group needs to raise £5 million 
to refurbish the building to become a 
venue again.

BRITAIN will fall silent once again 
at 11am on November 11 in honour 
of servicemen and women who gave 
their lives for their country during 
two world wars and other conflicts. 

Royal British Legions have been 
preparing for the services and peo¬ 
ple will be invited to gather in town 
centres and around cenotaphs to pay 
tribute. 

Events will take place on Remem¬ 
brance Day on Friday, November 11 
as well as on Sunday, November 13. 
People can observe the silence and at¬ 
tend cenotaphs on the 11th day of the 


11th month, while parades and longer 
services will be held two days later.

Priory Street, Dudley, Novem¬ 
ber 11 - Veterans join council staff, 
councillors and residents at the Clock 
Tower in Priory Streetfrom 11am, in¬ 
cludes the laying of wreaths and a two 
minute silence.

- A service at the cenotaph in Ednam 
Road at 10.40am. A parade will pass 
from Vicar Street at 10.30am, along 
High Street, Stone Street, Priory 
Street, Priory Road to the cenotaph.

Council not responsible 
for pupils' road safety 


COUNCIL bosses say they are con¬ 
sulting with schools across Dudley 
borough on the future of lollipop 
wardens. 

The move comes in Dudley as a petition 
to keep them continues to gather support. 

The service is currently funded by Dudley 
Council but is set to get its funding axed be¬ 
cause the council claim they can no longer af¬ 
ford to pay for it. 

The council blamed budget cuts imposed 
upon them by a reduction in Government 
funding. 

The council has no legal duty to fund the 
crossing patrols and suggests that schools 
could fund them instead. 

But more than 490 people have signed a peti¬ 
tion to try to save the patrols and many claims 
schools do not have enough money to pay for 
them. 

However, the council argues that the con¬ 
sultation will give schools a greater say in how 
they want the service to run. 

Under proposals, which sees the council aim¬ 
ing to save £395,000, schools would fund the 
patrols which serve their pupils and the council 
would maintain the operation of the service. 

But of the 123 schools invited to participate 
in the consultation as part of the review, as of 
last week only 23 had responded. The consul¬ 
tation closes this week. 

Defended 

Councillor Hilary Bills, the council’s cabinet 
member for environmental services, has de¬ 
fended the authority’s move. 

“The decision to review the school crossing 
patrol service has not been taken lightly,” she 
said. 

“With national government continuing to re¬ 
duce funding, it is inevitable that there will be 
an impact on how this and other key services 
can be delivered in the future. 

“I know there have been some concerns 
raised by schools and parents but ultimately 
I would remind people that it is a parent’s or 
guardian’s responsibility to ensure children ar¬ 
rive at school safely. The council does not have 
a statutory duty to provide the service. 

“As a responsible authority we will always 
take the safety of children very seriously. We 
have invested heavily in safer routes to schools 
which include fixed pedestrian crossing points 
with other measures. Drivers have a responsi¬ 
bility to take extra care at these locations.”

The Comic Relief co¬ 
founder said: “My mum was very 
hard-working and once a year she 
took us to watch a panto - the first 
one I saw was at the Alexandra in 
Birmingham.”

more opportunities to get involved 
with the arts at a young age - and 
urged them to take advantage. 
He added: “I think the best art is 
probably the art you make your¬ 
self - learning how to make up 
your own plays, learning how to 
improvise and do something you 
can be proud of.”

OUR changing language. I’ve lost count this week of 
the number of times radio and TV commentators have 
told us that the gap between Clinton and Trump is “tight¬ 
ening.” A spanner tightens; gaps narrow. 

ONLY a few years ago, we were assured that eating 
eggs caused high cholesterol and clogged your arteries. 
Then we were told the theory was nonsense. And this 
week we are told that a review of 300,000 patients sug¬ 
gests an egg a day keeps strokes at bay. A moment’s si¬ 
lence, please, for those who put their faith in the experts, 
stopped eating eggs and died of strokes. 

DO you detect the sickly whiff of hypocrisy? Home 
Secretary Amber Rudd rules out a full inquiry into the 
1984 Battle of Orgreave and some Labour politicians cry 
shame. Yet Labour was in power for 13 years. They had 
plenty of time to hold an inquiry. So why didn’t they? 

WE may not need a full¬ 
blown, lawyer-fest inquiry but 
Orgreave should be remem¬ 
bered and re-examined, if only 

I to separate fact from propa¬ 
ganda. For a start, Orgreave 

I was not a popular, class-war 
uprising against the despised 
Margaret Thatcher that dozens 
of Leftie websites suggest. 

---- Thatcher was actually very 

popular in the 1980s. The year before Orgreave 
she led the Tories to a landslide election victory with a 
huge majority of 144 seats. Three years after Orgreave 
she won her third general election with another massive 
majority. Although many Brits had sympathy for the min¬ 
ers, there were bitter memories of the Three Day Week 
caused by the miners’ strike of 1974. On the day itself, 
before the police perjury and evidence-tampering began, 
most folk supported the force’s action. Victory for the 
police in the Battle of Orgreave may have been ugly but 
defeat was unthinkable. 

CONTINUING the recent theme of inflation, a reader on 
a pension calculates that, in order to buy the house he 
has occupied for 49 years today, he would have to be a 
first-time buyer earning £60,000 a year.

Robbers who wielded a 
fake gun are locked up 


A GROUP of thieves who used an imitation 
firearm to target four shops in one evening 
have been put behind bars. 

Lee Cartwright, 25, from Brompton Road, Brier- 
ley Hill, Wesley Bristow, 27, from Church Road, 
Stourbridge, and a teenager who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, attempted to steal from four shops 


in the Brierley Hill area < 
her 27 last year. 

They only managed to get 
away with cigarettes and 
cigarette papers from one of 
the shops. 

The group targeted three 
off-licences and a fish and 
chip shop but were only suc¬ 
cessful in stealing from one 
of the off-licences, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was 
told. 

Prosecuting, Graeme Mol- 
loy, said: “Across roughly 
two and a half hours they 
attempted to rob four shops 
at gunpoint.

“At the Premier Off Li¬ 
cence in Stourbridge, two of 
the group entered the shop 
and threatened the member 
of staff working at the time, 
who tried to defend himself 
by grabbing a glass bot¬ 
tle. As he did this, another 
bottle fell from a shelf and 
smashed, startling the pair 
and forcing them to leave. 

“At the Wine Cabinet in 
Quarry Bank, they asked a 
member of staff to give them 
money, but the alarm was 
raised , they ran out of the 
premises.

“At Kingsway Stores in 
Stourbridge, they got away 
with an amount of ciga¬ 
rettes and cigarette papers. 

“Their final stop was at 
the Rock Fryer in Brierley 
Hill, a fish and chip shop 
where again they asked a 
member of staff to hand 
over money. When one of 
the group attempted to 
grab the till, they became 
involved in an altercation 
with the manager, before 
running out of the shop.” 

Police later found the 
Peugeot car, used to travel 
between shops, containing 
the cigarettes and papers. 

The three were jointly 
charged with three counts 
of attempted robbery, one 
count of robbery and four 
counts of possessing an im¬ 
itation firearm when com¬ 
mitting an offence. 

Each pleaded guilty, with 
Cartwright given a six year 
sentence, Bristow jailed for 
six years and four months 
and the teenager given a 
four years and six month 
sentence.

A second 
chance for 
dishonest 
brothers 

TWINS found with stolen 
goods in Stourbridge have 
avoided being locked up be¬ 
cause of their age. 

Police found thousands 
of pounds worth of stolen 
property at the home of Ra- 
marr and Ramone Treleven, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The goods had been taken 
during burglaries close 
to their address in Baylie 
Court, Green Road, ex¬ 
plained Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting. 

The haul, valued at more 
than £4,000, included jewel¬ 
lery, mobile phones, bicycles 
and games consoles stolen 
between July 8 and Sep¬ 
tember 16. A leather wallet 
found at the 20-year-olds’ 
home was linked to one of 
the burglaries. 

There was no proof that 
the brothers were respon¬ 
sible for the burglaries but 
both admitted six charges of 
handling stolen property. 

Mr Jon Roe, defending, 
said: “The property had 
been bought by them. They 
knew it had not been legiti¬ 
mately obtained.” 

Judge James Burbidge 
QC told them: “Because you 
are young, pleaded guilty 
at the first opportunity and 
have served a few weeks in 
custody while waiting for 
the case to be settled, I will 
suspend the sentence. I am 
giving you a chance to avoid 
a life of crime.” They were 
each given an eight months 
detention, suspended for 
two years and ordered to do 
100 hours unpaid work.

Further Job 
losses and 
service cuts 

MORE than 100 jobs will go at Dudley 
Council during the next financial year 
- but the council tax will still rise by 
nearly four per cent, it has been an¬ 
nounced. 

A total of 110 roles will be axed at 
the cash-strapped council, bosses said 
as they revealed their budget propos¬ 
als for the 2016/17 financial year. 

It means that the jobs cull will con¬ 
tinue at the authority, which has al¬ 
ready axed around 150 staff over the 
last two years. Another 60 posts are 
due to go by 2020. 

Chiefs have also revealed that they 
are proposing to increase the council 
tax by 3.99 per cent, the maximum 
rise allowed without triggering a local 
referendum. 

The move is expected to bring in £4 
million for the council, which must 
at the same time save £25m over the 
next three years. 

This will mean a wave of cuts and 
increased charges with parking fees 
set to rise across council-run car 
parks, burial fees likely to rise and the 
council to halt its funding for school 
crossing patrol wardens. 

Leader of Dudley Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Pete Lowe said: “These are 
difficult times we continue to find 
ourselves in and we have had to look 
at how we deliver services to make 
them leaner and more efficient than 
ever before.” 

Sandwell Mayor to 
light up Cradley Heath 

MAYOR of Sandwell Councillor Julie 
Webb will switch-on the Christmas 
lights in Cradley Heath High Street 
on Saturday at 5pm. 

Events get under way on the High 
Street from 3pm, including a festive 
market and funfair, while Cradley 
Heath Creative’s Oss Box will be dec¬ 
orated as Santa’s Grotto.

IT’S one of the famous Black Coun¬ 
try stories. A Tipton lad, by the name 
of Stephen George Bull went, in the 
space of a few years, from working in 
a builders’ yard to being in the Eng¬ 
land squad that reached the World 
Cup semi final. 

And now the Wolves legend and 
record goalscorer is telling all about 
his remarkable career in a new book. 
Bully: Forever Wolves includes untold 


tales and unseen pictures from his 
three decades at Molineux. 

The current Wolves vice-president, 
who scored 306 goals in gold and black, 
joined Wolves in November 1986 and 
the book will be launched on Novem¬ 
ber 16 to coincide with the anniver¬ 
sary. 

Bully tells of how he nearly died on 
a pre-season tour, how close he came 
to getting the Wolves manager’s job 


- and what really happened between 
him and Gary Lineker. 

Bully also tells of how he didn’t 
want to leave West Bromwich Albion, 
whose ex-manager Ron Saunders fa¬ 
mously discarded him, and what it 
was like swapping the Hawthorns for 
Molineux.

LSD 
wanted to have stalls lining High 
Street and Market Street in a bid to 
attract more shoppers to the town 
and offer something different but the 
chamber of trade voiced concerns. 

Speaking following the changes to 
the original plans, Dermot McGilli- 
cuddy, from LSD Promotions, said: 

“The traders were not opposed to the 
market but they didn’t want High 
Street closed. We want to get the Sat¬ 
urday market running then maybe 
look again at the Thursday market.”

The teenagers were approached by 
a man in a silver Peugeot near Earls 
High School, Halesowen.

A letter was sent to parents follow¬ 
ing the incident at 7.45am on Monday 
last week advising that children wa lk 
in groups. The teenagers were walk¬ 
ing to the Furnace Lane school when 
they were approached by the man. 

Assistant head Nigel Ford said the 
girls ‘skilfully managed to remove 
themselves from the situation’. 

In the letter to parents, Mr Ford 
said: “We have taken advice from the 
police and they have asked us to in¬ 
form parents and carers that it is of 
the utmost importance, particularly 
during winter months, that students 
commute in groups.”

Inmates are 
leading us 
all a merry 
old dance 

ALL does not seem to be well in HM Pris¬ 
on Service at the moment. 

First of all, we have had the riot at Bed¬ 
fordshire jail, where two inmates were 
taken to hospital and the warders retreat¬ 
ed to a “safe space” while the lags turned 
the place upside down, filming the jollity 
on mobile phones while they were at it. 

Then, over at Pentonville nick, two in¬ 
mates, including a would-be murderer, 
successfully made a dash for freedom 
after stuffing their pillows under the bed¬ 
clothes to make the officers think they 
were asleep 

Still, nice to see those good old pro¬ 
gressive bods at the Ministry of Justice 
have got a plan to bring order to the cha¬ 
os. 

They are going to spend £8.4 million 
giving every jailbird a flat-screen telly, 
presumably in the belief that the miscre¬ 
ants would all become model citizens if 
only they were allowed to watch Ed Balls 
prance about on Strictly Come Dancing 
in high definition. 

Not only that, thousands is being spent 
on new gym equipment, which will pre¬ 
sumably get the lags in shape for the next 
time they fancy a dust-up on B-wing, or a 
to do a moonlight flit when they get a file 
in their birthday cake. 

One jail has even spent £30,000 em¬ 
ploying a hairdresser. 

How can it cost 30 grand to give a few 
old lags a grade two back and sides? 

This next question is probably naive in 
the extreme, and explains why people like 
me never get anywhere near the justice 
system, but I’m going to ask it anyway. 

Wouldn’t it be better value to spend 
£8.4 million on a few extra prison officers 
to give the inmates under control?

STAYING with the justice system, for¬ 
mer attorney general Dominic Grieve has 
launched a blistering attack on the tab¬ 
loid press over its coverage of last week’s 
High Court ruling that could derail Brit¬ 
ain’s withdrawal from the EU.

Truth of school name 
is in historian’s sights

JUDITH HAWKINS speaks 
to author and historian Terry 
Price about the potentially 
much older origins of the 
Guns Village place name 


AFTER controversy over a 
school’s decision to change its 
name, a historian has spoken 
to the Express & Star about the 
true origins of the name ‘Guns 
Village’. 

Terry Price is a meticulous re¬ 
searcher in the history of West Bro¬ 
mwich, and has written several books 
on the town as well as on Great 
Bridge. 

Mr Price says he is disheartened to see 
the historic name of the Guns Village Pri¬ 
mary School go, but highlights that it is 
a misconception to think it relates to gun 
manufacturing in the area during the 
world wars. 

In fact, he reveals that the name dates 
back even further into the past, to the time 
of Oliver Cromwell. 

He said: “A lot of people have said that 
it is called Guns Village because guns were 
made in the area, but this just isn’t the 
case. Looking at the old trade directories 
you can see that gun makers were actually 
based in other parts of West Bromwich, 
not there.” 

Deserter 

Mr Price has highlighted a pertinent 
passage written by Joseph Reeves in his 
1836 History of West Bromwich, which re¬ 
veals the true origins of the name. 

It states: “Camp Bank, on West Brom¬ 
wich common, between the lodge and Cut- 
lers-end, was thrown up by the soldiers 
under Oliver Cromwell, when they laid 
siege against Dudley Castle, AD 1644, but 
this was too far for execution. 


“A regiment of soldiers passing over 
Bromwich Heath, (some say they were at 
camp) a court martial was held over a de¬ 
serter, and he was shot near Cross Guns.” 

This is a reference to the Cross Guns 
Inn, where it was said musket ball holes 
were still visible in the walls right through 
to the early 1900s. 

This pub then underwent its own name 
change in the 70’s to The Marksman, be¬ 
fore eventually being converted into a res¬ 
taurant and supermarket. 

“It’s sad to see a lot of the old pubs and 
their old names going - there is a lot of his¬ 
tory there,” added Mr Price. 

Despite this rich history of the area, au¬ 
thorities at Guns Village Primary School 
have decided to change the name, arguing 
that it has negative associations with gun 
crime, as well as causing practical prob¬ 
lems such as being blocked by their inter¬ 
nal IT systems. 

Many parents and local people have 
fought against the change, including more 
than 650 people signing a petition. 

Nevertheless, from September next year 


it is due to become Hanbury Primary. The 
current site of the school, off Hanbury Road, 
was also once Hamblet’s Blue Brick Works 
and Quarry. 

Taking this into account, Mr Price has his 
own suggestions for a replacement name, 
adding: “If the name is to change, a better 
one would be ‘Hamblet’s Primary School’, I 
have never heard of ‘Hanbury’ historically. 

“And to solve internet problems, why not 
call it ‘New Guns Village Primary School’?” 

One of those who is particularly angry at 
the school’s name change, is former pupil 
Joyce Clarke, who said: “I think this de¬ 
cision has been made without having any 
understanding of our culture and our her¬ 
itage.” 

On learning that the historical signifi¬ 
cance of ‘guns’ goes back much further than 
she originally thought, Ms Clarke added: 
“That just means it’s even more important. 

“It is our heritage and it makes me so 
angry that somebody is trying to eradicate 
it. 

“Instead we should be teaching our chil¬ 
dren about the past.” 


Timeline: 


1644 - West Bromwich Common/Heath Cromwell’s 
troops in the Civil War camped in the area when laying 
siege to Dudley Castle, but was too far for their cannons 
to reach. A court martial was held over a deserter who 
was afterwards shot near the Cross Guns Inn. It was said 
that the holes made by the musket balls were still visible 
in the wall of the Cross Guns Inn during the early 1900s. 
The Cross Guns motif or emblem was used by military 
regiments many years ago. 

1771 - Turnpike map of West Bromwich shows the 
Cross Guns Inn on West Bromwich Heath opposite an 
unnamed lane without any buildings in it. This is Cross 
Guns Lane, later known as Guns Lane. 

1835 - Trade directory Pigot and Co.’s shows Cross 
Guns Lane with two traders in it, a boot and shoe maker 
and a bricklayer. 

1836 - Reeves’ first history and trade directory shows 
five pistol makers in West Bromwich, but these were lo¬ 
cated at Bull Street, Churchfield, New Street, Sandwell 
Road and Virgins End. There were none in Cross Guns 
Lane. On the High Street an auctioneer lived at Protector 
Cottage - a reference to Oliver Cromwell, the Lord Pro¬ 
tector. Also there was a pub on in Wearby Wood Lane 
named Oliver Cromwell, and Cromwell Street on the Tan- 
tany Estate. 

1837 - Woods Map of West Bromwich shows the lane 
opposite The Cross Guns Inn as ‘Snow Hill’, neither Guns 
Lane or Guns Village are shown. It appears therefore that 
the Guns Village and district name must have come into 
use around 1840. It’s not unusual for lanes, roads, and 
streets to be named after a nearby pub, as probably this 
area was. Swan Village and Swan Lane are also named 
after an Inn, the Swan dating from 1550. 

1851 - Guns Village Primitive Methodist Chapel opened 
- adjacent rooms were used as a school in 1873. 

1879 - Guns Village Infants and Junior School, on Earl 
Street, opened. 

1973 - Cross Guns Inn changed name to Marksman, it 
is now half a restaurant and a half a supermarket.

How the power of prayer 
saved a soldier's life 


A BLACK Country man sur¬ 
vived being shot by a snip¬ 
er during the Battle of the 
Somme - because of a small 
prayer book in his pocket. 

It was September 1916 when 
Private Edwin Harris from Dar- 
laston stormed German lines with 
the South Staffordshire Regi¬ 
ment. 

After three or four weeks living in 
muddy, rat-infested conditions near 
Thiepval, his unit were sent ‘over the 
top’ and as they advanced towards the 
German lines, Private Harris was hit 
by sniper fire. 

A bullet pierced his groin and exited 
just underneath his ribcage - but the 
prayer book took some of the poten¬ 
tially deadly momentum out of the 
projectile. 

His colleagues carried him to safety 
on a stretcher while dodging gunfire. 

The story has been told for the first 
time by Private Harris’s son Ray. He 
remembers being sat down at the age

of 10 by his father who wanted to ex¬ 
plain the war wounds on his body. 

Ray, who is now 87, said: “Their 
Sergeant called for them to keep down 
because there was a German sniper. 
The sniper had already shot several 
men. Apparently my dad didn’t keep 
down enough and he was hit. 

Pocket 

“The bullet went straight through 
the book in his pocket and then into 
his groin. Dad heard one of them say 
‘Good God it’s gone right through 
him’.” 

Ray, who lives in Kingswinford, 
explained: “They had to lift him up 
above the top of the trench and carry 
him like that. There were places the 
men couldn’t get the stretcher around 
the corners. He was conscious during 
all of it. He said there were bullets fly¬ 
ing about him.” 


After the ordeal, all of Private Har¬ 
ris’s possessions were sent back to his 
parents while he recovered. Included 
was the prayer book that saved his 
life, a bullet-hole torn right through 
its core. 

“It’s only a little red book, about 
half an inch thick. It was given to me 
by his father - my grandfather,” said 
Ray. “The book is still something I 
look at occasionally. It’s stored away 
in a leather case. 

“It’s just something that means an 
awful lot to me.” 

Lucky enough to make it home, 
Edwin found himself battling the scars 
of war - both physical and mental. 

“Dad did suffer from the wound for 
a long time afterwards,” Ray said. “As 
the years went on I think he might 
have suffered something they call Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder. In those 
days it was different, they just had to 
get on with it. 

“He ended up as an insurance agent. 
He was a very ordinary man but it was 
an extraordinary experience that he 
went through.”

Suspect is named in 
stabbing murder case 



Niron Parker-Lee - suspect is dangerous and 
should not be approached by the public 


POLICE have named a key suspect wanted in connection 
with a murder in Brierley Hill. 

Niron Parker-Lee, 19, from Brierley Hill, is wanted 
in connection with the death of 24-year-old Mansoor 
Mahmood. 

A murder probe was launched after Mr Mahmood was 
found stabbed in the stomach on the High Street at around 
4.45pm on October 15, when he staggered bleeding into a 
shop. Fatally wounded, he later died in hospital. 

Detective Inspector Harry Harrison, from West Mid¬ 
land’s Police homicide team, said: “It’s important we lo¬ 
cate Niron Parker-Lee as soon as possible. I would urge 
anyone with information about his whereabouts to contact 
us. Someone knows where this man is and I’d remind them 
that harbouring a wanted man is a criminal offence.” 

Parker-Lee is described as dangerous and should not be 
approached the public. Anyone who can help is urged to 
contact police on 101 or call Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555 111. Any sightings of Niron Parker-Lee should 
be reported to police immediately by calling 999. 


Brothers 
are jailed 
over drug 
offences 


TWO drug dealing brothers had over £6,000 
worth of cocaine and cannabis along with 
nearly £6,000 cash at their home when it was 
raided by police, a judge heard. 

There were 19 cannabis plants under cultivation in a 
bedroom with the help of a hydroponic system to speed 
growth, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 


Cocaine valued at almost 
£4,000 was discovered in 
the bedroom of 28-year-old 
music producer Paul Law¬ 
rence, along with £2,400 
worth of cannabis. 

Brother Liam, 27, a refuse 
collector, had cocaine with a 
value of £480 in his bedroom 
with £5,755 cash, said Miss 
Sally Cairns, prosecuting. 

Lists 

Police discovered a set of 
digital scales, a grinder and 
several dealer lists when 
they swooped on the prop¬ 
erty in Stourbridge Road, 
Dudley, and a car parked 
outside on June 20. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defend¬ 
ing both men, said: “They 
rue the day that they be¬ 
came involved with drugs. 

“These offences were 
blips in what has been oth¬ 
erwise productive and law 
abiding lives.”

He explained that father- 
of-one Liam had developed a 
drug habit a year and a half 
before the police raid and 
father-of-four Paul had been 
threatened over a debt to a 
drug dealer. He had been is¬ 
sued with the ultimatum of 
selling drugs for the dealer 
or facing the consequences. 

Both men admitted pos¬ 
session of cocaine with in¬ 
tent. Paul Lawrence further 
pleaded guilty to possession 
of cannabis and cultivating 
it. He was jailed for two-and- 
a-half years. Liam Lawrence 
admitted acquiring criminal 
property and was locked up 
for 20 months. 

Judge Michael Challinor 
told them: “You are both 
hard-working men from a 
good background who had 
bright futures. Now you are 
both looking at prison.”

Mountain of rubbish 
is finally cleared away

IT has cost £2 million to re¬ 
move a notorious rubbish 
heap that once towered 40ft 
near homes in Brierley Hill. 

The mountain of waste has fi¬ 
nally been completely cleared af¬ 
ter blighting the area for seven 
years. 

The former RDF site off Moor Street 
has been an infamous eyesore since 
2009, after the firm allowed tonnes of 
waste to mount up. 

The dispute over who was responsi¬ 
ble went all the way to the High Court 
and in 2013 RDF company director 
Robert McNaughton was jailed for 
failing to remove the rubbish. 

Even after this legal action the gi¬ 
gantic waste heap remained, much 
to the frustration of residents whose 
homes overlooked the site. It has now 
been removed after agreement be¬ 
tween the Environment Agency, the 
council and landowner, which saw the 
latter pick up the £2 million bill. 

Digger 

The clear-up was overseen by the 
Environment Agency, and conducted 
by contractors Broad Environmen¬ 
tal, with the equivalent of 10 Olym¬ 
pic-sized swimming pools full of 
rubbish removed over 10 months. 

The final scraps of rubbish were re¬ 
moved by a digger last week, leaving a 
clear expanse of land and empty ware¬ 
house now likely to be used for homes. 

Among those at the site on the final 
day, was Marc Lidderth, environment 
manager at the Environment Agency. 

“This is a fantastic news story for 
the local community, who have been 
very supportive and patient while 
unfortunately we had to deal with 
this situation and the waste that was 
here,” he said. 

“In total there was 25,000 cubic 
metres of waste and to put that into 


context, that’s around about the size 
of 10 Olympic-sized swimming pools.” 

The team from contractors Broad 
Environmental, who were given the 
mammoth task, also discovered that 
there was about 10,000 cubic metres 
more rubbish than initially thought, 
meaning that the whole operation has 
taken even more time. 

“The landowner has effectively paid 


for the complete removal of this waste 
from the site, which has meant there 
has been no expense to the taxpayer. 
The landowner has had to spend in 
the region of £2 million,” said Mr 
Lidderth. “This is clearly a strong 
reminder and warning to landowners 
out there about the consequences and 
ultimately the responsibility they have 
about clearing waste from their land.”

Night sparks 350 calls 


BONFIRE Night brought double the 
number of incidents for the West 
Midlands fire service this year - with 
over 350 call-outs. 

As thousands of people braved the cold 
on Saturday to catch a glimpse of some of 
the Black Country’s best firework displays, 
the service reported that they received 356 
calls during the evening, up from on 197 
the previous year. 

However, the majority of the calls were to 
small secondary, outdoor fires, mostly after 


people had lit bonfires on grass. They were also 
called to instances of smoke going into people’s 
homes. 

At Himley Hall, crowds gathered to celebrate 
the event’s 40th year. Its biggest bonfire to date 
saw more than 1,500 wooden pallets used to 
build the bonfire and two kilometres of fuse wire 
was used to electronically spark the impressive 
fireworks. 

Wolverhampton Racecourse’s display was led 
by Signal 107 and compere Dicky Dodd. Whilst 
in Walsall, the Arboretum was awash with hun¬ 
dreds of sparkling fireworks and the event also 
featured Britain’s Got Talent stars Stavros Flat- 


ley and included a music stage. However, the 
firework display at Dartmouth Park, West Bro¬ 
mwich, left some visitors disappointed. 

The event, which was the busiest in years, 
allegedly saw some visitors turned away by se¬ 
curity who were trying to keep control of the 
crowds. 

Sandwell council released a statement on 
their Facebook page regarding the event. It said: 
“We’re sorry to hear from people who were dis¬ 
appointed by the bonfire night at Dartmouth 
Park. It was incredibly busy and we’re taking 
on board your feedback to understand the issues 
and help us organise future events.”

Drug farm in house 
was found by chance 

POLICE found a drugs farm in Dudley capable of produc¬ 
ing up to £19,000 worth of cannabis by chance. 

Officers had gone to the address on an unrelated inquiry, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. But they detected 
the tell-tale smell of the drug while at the property in 
Stourbridge Road, Dudley, on May 4. A total of 25 plants 
were found under cultivation with the assistance of hydro¬ 
ponic growing systems in the garage and an upstairs bed¬ 
room. These had the potential to produce cannabis worth 
between £6,300 to £18,900, depending on the crop’s quality. 

Shane Cunningham, who lives at the property, admitted 
it was his drug farm but maintained it was for his personal 
use. Cunningham, who had no previous convictions, ad¬ 
mitted producing cannabis and was given a six-month jail 
sentence suspended for 18 months and ordered to do 150 
hours’ unpaid work. Judge Marcus Tregilgas-Davey said: 
“Cannabis can, and does, ruin lives.”

Three-week Hungarian revolt stunned the Russians and the aftermath was felt in Wolverhampton 


Failed uprising created shockwaves 
that were felt in Wolverhampton 


IT lasted less than three weeks 
but the Hungarian uprising that 
convulsed Budapest exactly 
60 years ago sent shockwaves 
throughout Europe that reverber¬ 
ated even as far as Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

It was to this Black Country city 
that dozens of Hungarian refugees, 
fleeing Russian tanks sent in to quash 
the rebellion, found sanctuary. 

Among them was an eight-year-old boy 
and his mother who had escaped by rail and 
foot across the Austrian border and arrived 
in Tettenhall via the Cannock Chase war¬ 
time training camp at Brocton. 

Now 69, Imre Tolgyesi still vividly re¬ 
members the day the uprising reached 
Gyor, the town, about the size of Wolver¬ 
hampton, where he lived with his mother 
and grandparents. 

“I was playing with friends when the Rus¬ 
sian tanks came,” he said. “The Mongolian

troops were shooting at the demonstrators. 
I was so frightened, I ran home and hid 
until my mother, who worked as a cinema 
usherette, came home. A few days later she 
told me we were going for a train ride, she 
didn’t say where to. We left with nothing.” 

Hunger, cold, fear and exhaustion fol¬ 
lowed but there were also many acts of 
kindness that made the journey across Ger¬ 
many and Belgium and, by boat, to England 
and the Black Country, tolerable. 

But Imre Tolgyesi’s life is extraordinary 
not only for his perilous escape from the 
Communist dictators who took over his 
homeland. Just as remarkable is the life 
he made for himself in Wolverhampton, as 
an upstanding citizen of his adopted home 
town and a pillar of the local Hungarian 
community. 

Such has been his contribution that the 
Hungarian government has just awarded 


him the Order of Vitez, the equivalent of a 
British knighthood, in a ceremony in Buda¬ 
pest. The terrified eight-year-old could not 
have imagined he would one day return to 
the capital to receive his country’s highest 
civic honour. But it is clear that despite a 
distance of more than 1,000 miles and six 
decades, part of Imre Tolgyesi never left 
Gyor.

His terraced house in Tettenhall, just off 
the village green, is crammed with momen- 
tos of his life and and loves, an eclectic mi x 
of both cultures, for he has also embraced 
his adopted country. 

There are richly-coloured tapestries, an 
Hungarian hunter’s hat hanging from a 
peg and statuettes in Hungarian national 
costume but there are also quintessentially 
English artefacts such as horse brasses, a 
photograph of the Queen and, greeting visi¬ 
tors by the front door, a Beefeater figurine. 

Among his extensive archive material is 
an essay he wrote at Wobaston Secondary 


Modern in 1963. The essay is entitled Es¬ 
cape From Hungary, which included the 
darkest moments of that journey, being fol¬ 
lowed by the secret police after he and his 
mother found themselves lost in a forest, as 
well as the light-hearted, like their amuse¬ 
ment at the sight of the double-decker buses 
that were sent to Dover to pick them up. 

After leaving school, he worked as an ap¬ 
prentice plumber and then a silver service 
waiter and cocktail barman at The Mount 
Hotel, Tettenhall before starting his own 
takeaway sandwich business. But for 35 
years of his working life, he was employed 
by Wolverhampton social services, initially 
as an ambulance driver and later as a day 
centre officer, looking after the elderly and 
people with learning difficulties. 

Alongside his paid work, the married 
father-of-three volunteered as a boy scout 
leader, has been a Justice of the Peace since 
1989 and has assisted Hungarian elders in 
the city for the last three decades. 

In 2003 he helped establish the Hungar¬ 
ian Cultural Association.

Jaws 2 as Brum 
band bite back

Birmingham indie band Jaws are back with second album Simplicity

SIMPLICITY, second album 
from Jaws, is a Brummie 
blend of dream pop with 
swirling shoegazer rock. 

Formed in the Second City four 
years ago, the trio have been identified 
with the ‘B-Town scene’ which also 
produced Peace and Swim Deep, and 
they toured with the former after the re¬ 
lease of their debut album Be Slowly 
in 2014. 

Simplicity is likeable but not perfect, 
Connor Schofield’s voice seems low in 
the mix. Their neo-psychedelic sound 
has hints of The Cure and a dance in¬ 
fluence but is let down by some baggy 
clunkers. See Jaws at The Rainbow on 
December 2. 

Essex boy made good via The X Fac¬ 
tor, Oily Murs has hit a slick groove of 
easy-on-the-ear pop with his fifth al¬ 
bum 24 HRS, on which he has written 
all but one of the songs. 

The album includes the singles You 
Don’t Know Love and Grow Up and is 
released in standard and deluxe ver¬ 
sions, the latter with four extra tracks. 

Murs is due to play three consecutive 
nights at the Genting Arena from March 
23, and has already sold out two. 

From pop punk to stadium rock, 
Oakland’s over-rated Green Day have 
become the kind of rock dinosaurs they 
once wanted to subvert. Well, that’s 
getting older for you. And probably 
nobody would have guessed that their 
back catalogue would have provided 
a musical theatre hit in American Idiot. 

Twenty two years on from their 
breakthrough with Dookie, Billie Joe 
Armstrong and co sound like The Who 
on Revolution Radio opener Some¬ 
where Now. But mostly its the familiar 


uptempo punky power pop, good but 
never special. They still sound closer 
to Busted than The Ramones or The 
Dead Kennedys. 

Ten years ago New Jersey band My 
Chemical Romance made The Black 
Parade, the ‘emo’ Sgt Pepper. If you 
can stomach the relentless doom and 
gloom of the lyrics, it’s a solid rock al¬ 
bum and the anniversary is marked by 
its re-release coupled with Living With 
Ghosts, unreleased demos and out- 
takes from the original recordings ses¬ 
sions with producer Rob Cavallo. 

Is it possible for something new to 
give you nostalgia? I was left with an 
urge to get out a compilation album 
of 80s synth classics after listening to 
Friends (which should be subtitled: Are 
Electric), the fourth album from White 
Lies featuring the sonorous baritone 
vocals of Harry McVeigh. 

These anthems hark back to the likes 
of Depeche Mode, The Human League, 
Flock of Seagulls and Simple Minds. 
Highlights include the stately Swing, 
slow-burning Come On, the magnifi¬ 
cent Right Place and Roxy Music-like 
Don’t Fall. White Lies are in concert at 


the 02 Institute in Birmingham on No¬ 
vember 29. 

Blending riot grrl attitude with sharp 
and melodic power pop, Honeyblood 
mark M’s new album Babes Never Die 
is a treat from Glaswegian singer-gui¬ 
tarist Stina Tweedale and her new 
tub-thumper Cat Myers. The duo play 
Digbeth’s Rainbow on November 19. 

Punk, psychedelia and early Pink 
Floyd are among the influences on 
Clear Shot, the defiantly lo-fi third al¬ 
bum from Toy, the band most likely 
to be a UK equivalent to the Flaming 
Lips or Tame Impala. Highlights include 
Dream Orchestrator with its epic wall 
of sound. Prepare to have your mind 
expanded when they play Digbeth’s 
Rainbow on November 22. 

Ten years on from their debut, Irish 
hard rock outfit The Answer sound 
re-energised on their sixth album, So¬ 
las, which begins with its brooding 
Led Zep-like title track. Singer Cormac 
Neeson establishes himself as a prince 
of wails as the band’s blues rock sound 
absorbs eastern and Celtic influences. 
The Answer are in concert at Birming¬ 
ham’s 02 Academy 2 on November 19.

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Getting to 
the point 
with winter 
flu jab facts 

Flu season is here again - and so 
is the debate about whether or not 
we should sign up for a vaccina¬ 
tion. Abi Jackson gets to the point 

THEY may share some similar symptoms - like a sore 
throat, runny or congested nose and headache - but 
the flu and colds are two different things, and neither 
is flu just a really ‘bad cold’. 

Far more than just a ‘bad cold’, the flu can leave you 
feeling pretty wretched. 

While a cold can bring on aching limbs, headaches, 
general exhaustion and make you feel pretty run down, 
flu is generally much more severe; you’ll probably 
struggle to get out of bed and there’s often a fever as 
well. 

For some people, flu can be 
quite debilitating and possibly 
lead to serious complications 
(the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion estimates that, globally, 
flu causes up to half a mil¬ 
lion deaths each year), which 
is why it’s a good idea to be 
clued up about the vaccines 
available. 

The NHS offers flu jabs for 
free to certain groups, while 
others not eligible can opt to 
pay for a vaccine. 

Unsure whether you need 
one? Read on... 

IS FLU SERIOUS? 

If you’re generally in good health, you’ll usually re¬ 
cover naturally from flu after a week or so, and some 
sensible rest, pain-killers, plenty of fluids and keep¬ 
ing warm all help. However, flu can be very serious 
for those less able to fight off or cope with the virus, 
particularly the vulnerable, elderly and those with 
pre-existing health problems. Complications can arise, 
including a worsening of any ongoing health condi¬ 
tions, such as asthma and diabetes. 

WHEN ARE FLU JABS RECOMMENDED? 

“No one likes getting the flu, but while most of us 
are able to shake it off, there are certain groups whose 
long-term health is at greater risk from the virus. For 
these people, a regular flu vaccination is highly recom¬ 
mended,” says Dr Adam Simon, chief medical officer at 
PushDoctor.co.uk, the UK’s leading online video GP 
platform. “Steering clear of flu is particularly impor¬ 
tant for people with weaker immune systems, such as 
those over 65, diabetics, or people who’ve recently been 
treated for cancer. You should also have the jab if you 
have a history of health problems with your kidneys 
or spleen, or bronchitis or 
asthma that can make breath¬ 
ing difficult.” 

WHO IS ELIGIBLE FOR 
A FREE FLU JAB? 

The NHS provides free flu 
jabs for people deemed more 
at-risk from flu. As well as 
the over-65s, and those with 
long-term health conditions 
(particularly long-term heart 
or respiratory diseases), those 
recommended to receive a jab 
also include people who’ve 
had a stroke, people on med¬ 
ication that may affect their 
immune system, and also people who are a main carer 
for an older or disabled person. Pregnant women are 
also eligible for a free jab, in order to protect their own 
health and that of their baby. Nasal spray flu vaccines 
are also available for young children. 

I HAD A JAB LAST YEAR - DO I NEED AN¬ 
OTHER? 

Yes - because flu viruses are constantly mutating, so 
new vaccines are developed each season. “With many 
illnesses, one jab will keep you immunised for the rest 
of your life. Unfortunately, the flu virus is very clever 
and constantly changes to build up a resistance to the 
vaccines we produce,” explains Dr Simon. “That’s why 
you need to have a new flu jab every year to stay one 
step ahead.” 

It’s also important to be aware that there are lots of 
flu viruses, and while the vaccines are the best form of 
protection currently available, they won’t provide 100 
per cent protection, so you’d still need to seek medical 
advice if you experience symptoms. It’s best to try and 
get it done at the start of the season if possible. 

WILL I CATCH FLU FROM A FLU JAB? 

No - technically, this isn’t possible, as there are no 
‘active viruses’ in the vaccine. The NHS points out that 
you may experience some mild aches and a mild fever 
for a couple of days afterwards, but serious side-effects 
are deemed very rare. As with everything we come into 
contact with, allergic reactions can occur. If you expe¬ 
rience any warning signs, seek urgent medical advice. 
CAN ANYONE GET A FLU JAB? 

Yes - if you don’t qualify for a free jab, you can pay 
for one privately. Check local pharmacies to see what’s 
on offer.

THE British Leek season has be¬ 
gun! 

As we head into colder months, the 
Leek Grower’s Association is urging 
people not to forget the benefits of the 
British leek as the fat-free, nutrient 
rich answer to staying healthy and 
helping combat colds this winter. 

From keeping sore throats at bay to im¬ 
proving the quality of the singing voice, this 
‘upmarket onion’ or ‘poor man’s asparagus’ 
is a must-have on shopping lists across the 
country as the British leek season kicked off 
on November 1 and runs through to April. 

More refined, subtle and sweet than the 
average onion and packed with anti-oxi¬ 
dants, the leek has long been treasured in 
Europe and the Mediterranean where it has 
been grown and cooked for more than 3,000 
years. Rich in iron, vitamin B6, vitamin C 
and folate it is used in traditional medicines 
to treat a variety of ailments including the 
common cold, gout, ‘bad’ cholesterol, kid¬ 
ney stones as well as protecting against 
cancer. 

Whether you like them roasted, baked, 
braised or boiled, leeks are easier to digest 
than onions, have laxative, antiseptic, di- 
ruetic and anti-arthritic properties. Just 
half a cup of leeks counts as one serving 
so check out the British leek website www. 
britishleeks.co.uk for mouth-watering, sea¬ 
sonal recipes, developed for The Leek Grow¬ 
er’s Association by leading chef, author of 
“Healthy, Speedy Suppers” and Daily Tele¬ 
graph food columnist Katriona MacGregor. 

Katriona says: “It’s a joy to cook and eat 
together and to nourish yourself and your 
family with healthful, seasonal recipes that 
have the power to make you feel healthy, 
well and energised.” 

Did you know? 

• The French call the leek, ‘poireau’ 
which also means ‘simpleton’ in Europe. 

• Agatha Christie named one of her most 
famous characters, the French detective 
Poirot, after the leek. 

• The Greek philosopher, Aristotle, cred¬ 
ited the clear voice of the partridge to a diet 
of leeks. 

• It is widely reported the Roman Em¬ 
peror Nero (37-68 AD) ate leeks in quantity, 
cooked in oil, to improve his singing voice. 
He became known as Porophagus or ‘leek 
eater’. 

• Even the bible mentions leeks. The 
Israelites lamented the loss of one of their 
favourite foods as they searched for the 
Promised Land. 

• St David, the Patron Saint of Wales, or¬ 
dered his soldiers to wear leeks on their hel¬ 
mets in battle to differentiate themselves 
from the invading enemy, the Saxons. 

• The leek is widely recognised as the na¬ 
tional symbol of Wales. 

• In Elizabethan times, Shakespeare re¬ 
fers to the custom of wearing a leek as ‘an 
ancient tradition’. Henry V tells Fluellen 
he is wearing a leek “for I am Welsh, you 
know, good countryman.” 

• In traditional medicine, the leek is 
highly regarded as a cure for the common 
cold, alleviating the pains of childbirth and 
a tasty, healthy ingredient in cawl, the tra¬ 
ditional Welsh broth. 

• A means of foretelling the future and 
keeping away evil spirits, the leek was also 


placed under a pillow at night so young 
maidens could see the features of their fu¬ 
ture husbands. 

LEEK RECIPES 

Chargrilled leek, courgette and 
herb salad 

Serves 4. 

400g baby leeks 
400g courgettes 
Zest of V 2 a lemon 
12 basil leaves, shredded 
Small handful parsley, chopped 
20g pine nuts, toasted 
V 2 tsp honey 
V 2 tsp English mustard 
1 tbsp white wine vinegar 
3 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
A handful of rocket 
Salt and pepper 

Remove any tough outer leaves from the 
baby leeks. Bring a pan of salted water to 
the boil and blanch the leeks for 2 minutes. 
Drain and refresh under cold water. Drain 
once again and pat dry with kitchen paper 
to remove any excess water. 

Slice the courgettes into eight length¬ 
ways and remove the seeds with a sharp 
knife. Place in a large bowl with the leeks, 
drizzle with a little oil and season with salt 
and pepper. 

Heat a char-grill pan until smoking and 
add the vegetables, in batches, so you don’t 
overcrowd the pan. Cook for 2-3 minutes on 
each side until lightly charred and keep to 
one side. 

To make the dressing, whisk together 
the honey, mustard, olive oil and vinegar 
with a little salt and pepper. 

Pour the dressing over the char-grilled 
vegetables, adding the herbs, lemon zest 


and rocket. Toss together well. Taste to 
check the seasoning and tip onto a serving 
dish, sprinkling with pine nuts just before 
you serve the salad. 

Sole and leeks en papillote 

Serves 4. 

300g leeks, trimmed 
lOOg frozen petit pois, defrosted 
2 lemon sole, skinned and each filleted 
into four 

8 tbsp white wine 
V 2 lemon, zest and juice 
1 tbsp capers 

A handful of dill, chopped 
A handful of chives, chopped 
Olive oil 
Salt and pepper 

Preheat the oven to 200C / Gas Mark 6 
Slice the leeks thinly on the diagonal. 
Bring a pan of salted water to the boil and 
blanch the sliced leeks for 1 minute. Re¬ 
fresh in cold water, drain and tip into a 
bowl with the petit pois. Add the herbs, a 
little salt and pepper and a drop of olive oil 
and mix together. 

To make the parcels, cut out four large 
sheets of baking parchment. Divide the leek 
mixture between the four squares, placing 
a pile in the middle of each and spreading 
out slightly with the back of a spoon. Lay 
two fillets of sole on top of each pile of veg¬ 
etables. 

Drizzle with olive oil and then sprinkle 
over the capers and a little lemon zest. Sea¬ 
son with salt, pepper and a squeeze of lemon 
juice. Fold the edges of the paper together, 
from the outer edges towards the middle, 
twisting to seal. Just before you seal the 
parcels, add 2 tbsp of white wine to each. 
Place the parcels on a large baking tray 


in the centre of the oven for 10-12 minutes, 
until the fish is just cooked through. Re¬ 
move from the oven and serve immediately, 
still in the parcels if you like. 

Leek and Butterbean Soup 

Serves 4. 

400g leeks, trimmed and sliced 

1 small onion, peeled and sliced 

2 cloves garlic, sliced 

2 x 400g tin butterbeans, drained 

4 sprigs of thyme, leaves only 

1 bay leaf 

70ml extra virgin olive oil 

1 litre chicken/vegetable stock 

Heat a little butter or oil in a large sauce 
pan and add the sliced onions and leeks. 
Cook gently for 10 minutes until softened, 
covered with a lid. Don’t allow the leeks to 
stick to the bottom of the pan and burn as 
they will become bitter. After 10 minutes, 
add the garlic, thyme, bay leaf and a little 
salt and pepper and continue to cook in the 
same way for a further 10 minutes. 

Drain the butterbeans, rinse, and tip 
into the pan with the leeks. Cook for 2 more 
minutes, still covered with a lid and then 
pour over the stock. Bring to the boil and 
simmer gently for 10 minutes. 

Using a jug blender if possible, but al¬ 
ternatively a hand held stick blender, blend 
until very smooth and velvety in consist¬ 
ency, adding the extra virgin olive oil as 
you blend. 

Tip back into a clean pan and taste to 
check the seasoning, adding more salt and 
pepper as needed and perhaps a squeeze of 
lemon juice. Return to the heat and when 
piping hot, serve. Top with a drizzle of olive 
oil, cream or perhaps a crumbling of goat’s 
cheese or croutons.

A ctress Phoebe Fox is clearly 
in demand at the moment - 
not only can she be seen in 
Stephen Poliakoff’s latest series, 
Close to the Enemy, she’s also 
cropping up in another one of BBC 
Two’s most prestigious offerings, 

NW. 

Adapted from Zadie Smith’s best¬ 
selling novel, the feature-length 
drama follows Natalie (Nikki Amuka- 
Bird) and Leah (Fox), two friends 
who grew up together in north-west 
London, but whose lives have taken 
them in very different directions. 

Phoebe explains: “Leah and 
Natalie both grew up on the same 
estate, they are best friends but they 
have reached a point in their lives 
where they are so far away from 
each other. 

“Natalie’s lost sight of who she is 
and it’s hard for a friendship to 
survive when you don’t recognise 
your best friend anymore. They love 
each other but they also sort of hate 
each other’s guts. It’s a very 
complicated relationship.” 

Her co-star Nikki adds: “Natalie 


starts out life as Keisha. From a 
modest background, she’s incredibly 
intelligent and driven, and pushes 
herself on to university, eventually 
becoming a barrister. She then 
marries the ‘perfect’ man, has two 
children and seems like she has the 
perfect life. 

“She’s a miracle of her own self¬ 
invention, but she reaches a point in 
her mid-thirties where she asks 
herself what it’s all about and has 
an existential crisis. It’s at this time 
in her life that we meet Natalie in 
NW.” 

So, at least she still has 
something in common with Leah, 
who is facing some big decisions of 
her own. Phoebe says: “She’s 
dealing with something that is still 
quite taboo for women to talk about; 
she doesn’t want to have kids. That’s 
her main story within the book and 
the screenplay. We see her having 
to confront something which is seen 
as being so fundamentally female.” 

It’s one of the elements that drew 
the actress to the role. “It’s very rare 
to see such finely drawn female 
characters, for them to be dealing 


with issues that are so true to life, 
instead of worrying about whether a 
guy likes them or not. 

‘As an actress you spend a lot of 
time in those kind of roles, falling in 
and out of love with the right and 
the wrong man; so to actually 
address deeper issues was really 
exciting. A lot of my friends don’t 
want to have kids, it’s not a cut and 
dry issue for our generation, so 
Leah felt very real - that really 
appealed to me.” 

And it’s not just the characters that 
felt authentic - the contemporary 
London setting did too. Asked what 
viewers can expect from NW, 
Phoebe says: “I think they can 
expect a portrait of London with a 
very emotional core to it, depicting 
the city and its inhabitants, in all of 
its nastiness but also all of its glory.” 

The drama shows that Leah and 
Natalie are living in an area where 
poverty and wealth are just streets 
apart - and when they are both 
brought into contact with two other 
characters from their old estate, the 
tensions threaten to reach breaking 
point.

It's no secret now, this Italian 
restaurant was just the job 


ITALIAN has always been a per¬ 
sonal preference so when our 
six-year wedding anniversary 
came up we decided it would be 
the perfect excuse to sample one 
of the local eateries. 

There is just something about the 
food, wine and atmosphere that seems 
to tick all the boxes for such occasions. 

Our choice was Cafe Casita, in Clarence 
Street, Dudley, which we had previously 
been assured had a lovely relaxed and rus¬ 
tic feel about it. 

It was exactly what we had hoped for 
with the set up being not too posh but fancy 
enough to enjoy a special meal. 

Under the management of Anna and 
Erminio who have a passion for creating a 
memorable experience, the restaurant spe¬ 
cialises in seafood - particularly dover sole,

salmon, monkfish, seabass and lemon sole 
- which again ticked all the boxes for us. 

Without trying to sound too set in my 
ways, the first thing my eyes are always 
drawn to for a main is some sort of seafood 
pasta but of course there were drinks, nib¬ 
bles and starters to sort out first. 

After much deliberation Kelly opted for 
fungi in crosta, mushrooms wrapped in filo 
pastry topped with a light creamy infusion 
of bacon, mushrooms and mozzarella. 

My choice was salsiccia picante, spicy 
Italian sausage oven-baked with a combi¬ 
nation of peppers, onions and tomatoes. 
The sauce for the salsiccia picante was rich, 
thick and bursting with tomato and garlic. 

Kelly’s starter was probably the polar op¬ 
posite because, still packed full of flavour, 
it was a much lighter option and really 


very tasty. Perhaps one of the nicest things 
about the whole evening was at no point did 
we feel rushed. 

Choosing a meal was a seriously hard 
task because of the options available but 
a decision had to be made and Kelly’s eyes 
were immediately drawn to the chefs spe¬ 
cials, the sea bass in particular, which came 
with a sauce, root vegetables and a bed of 
mash potatoes. 

Crispy 

The sea bass was cooked very nicely and 
remained slightly crispy on the outside. 

I went with what I knew I’d love and or¬ 
dered the tagliolini gameroni, Italy’s finest 
noodles, according to the menu, tossed in 
king prawns, garlic and cherry tomatoes, 
served in a creamy sauce with a touch of 
chilli. 

Having tried numerous fish-based dishes 


in restaurants I can safely say the tagliolini 
gameroni was up there with the best.Hav¬ 
ing had starters, a few side dishes and a 
main meant there was no room for a sweet 
course, so we kindly passed on the dessert 
menu although the tiramisu did look tempt¬ 
ing. 

The cafe-style decor of the venue really 
does add to the experience because, al¬ 
though it’s nothing like your run-of-mill 
greasy spoon, the seating, layout and gen¬ 
eral feel of the restaurant is designed to 
make diners feel at home. 

Cafe Casita classes itself as one of the 
Black Country’s best kept secrets within 
the dining scene. 

The restaurant was packed while we were 
there and everyone seemed to be enjoying 
the atmosphere and food as much as we 
were - so perhaps it won’t be a best kept 
secret for much longer.

Price is very compelling for Musso 



By Andrew Evans 

The Musso is largely an updated version 
of the Korando Sports pickup, but with a 
new name brought back from Ssangyong’s 
past. Musso - Korean for ‘rhinoceros’ - 
brings not only an exterior update and 
rebadge, but also a new engine, the Euro 
6-compliant 2.2-litre E-XDI diesel. This can 
be paired with either a 6-speed manual or a 
new 6-speed automatic from Aisin. 

The new engine brings an improved punch 
that improves the towing rating and brings 
a mild boost to the combined fuel economy 
of around five per cent, but performance is 
unaffected. 

The redesigned cabin looks interesting 
enough, with an asymmetric set-up that 
proves a little awkward to use at first and has 
a few strange details. While the switchgear 
feels solid enough, the overall quality of the 
cabin isn’t up to scratch yet - but then the 
same can be said of some pricier alternatives. 

There are no questions about the Musso’s 
practicality credentials. We haven’t measured 
up the seat dimensions, but it’s almost a 
moot point - the cabin is vast and even 
three abreast in the back isn’t that much of a 
problem. This makes it great for family use. 

The load bay behind you is proportioned to 
fit a standard Euro pallet, with a total of 2.04 
square metres of area to play with. The 1,312 
litre bed is fully lined, with tie-down points 
inside the bay too, so you can pack any load 
you want to safely. A range of load covers is

available too, so you can use it as a secure 
load area or put a camper back on it for your 
dogs, for example. 

Total payload is one tonne - the same as its 
predecessor - while the Musso can now tow 
up to three tonnes, bringing it into contention 
with more expensive rivals. 

Unlike the majority of vehicles in the pickup 
sector, the Musso makes use of independent 
rear suspension. This gives it a surprisingly 
compliant ride, whether running empty or with 
the load bay pushed to its one-tonne limit - 
we also tested the car with a load bay full of 
gravel just to make sure. Without the extra 
weight, the Musso can get a little soggy over 
bumps, but by and large it’s better than rivals 
that stick to more basic suspension. 

The steering is somewhat mushy and vague 
though, so if you have any ambitions to press 
on down a country road it’s best to put them 
on the backburner. 


At speed there’s rather a lot of wind noise, 
coming from those huge wing mirrors, but it’s 
expected for this type of vehicle. Otherwise 
it’s happy to sit at motorway speeds with little 
fuss, albeit with a littlebit of body roll if you 
make too quick a lane change. 

In EX specification you gain a reversing 
camera and it makes the pretty bulky Musso 
a breeze to park - particularly with that light 
steering. It would benefit from front parking 
sensors to judge the nose a little better. 

The Musso range starts from £15,995 
(excluding VAT) and comes equipped with 
18” alloy wheels, leather-look seats, front and 
rear electric windows, power folding door 
mirrors, manual air conditioning, CD & RDS 
Radio with iPod & Bluetooth connectivity and 
a multifunction steering wheel. 

Our EX Auto specification vehicle adds 
black 18” alloy wheels, roof rails, leather 
seats - heated in the front and electrically 
adjustable for the driver, a 7” touchscreen for 
operating the infotainment, rear view camera 
with parking sensors, front LED daytime 
running lights, auto headlamps, rain sensing 
wipers and cruise control, for £17,995. 

The 6-speed automatic gearbox is a £1,000 
option, so the car comes in at £18,995 
(excluding VAT). Metallic paint is a £500 
option, with a Kenwood touchscreen that 
brings DAB and navigation also available as a 
£999option. 

If you’re self-employed and have a family, 
the Musso Pickup makes a lot of sense. 
Alongside being cheap - particularly if you 


can claim the VAT back - and practical, 
it’s roomy and comfortable enough to 
accommodate the kids when not put to work. 
Specify the optional load cover and the dogs 
can come too. 

Ultimately the Musso Pickup proves a 
commendable all-rounder. The engine and 


gearbox, particularly the automatic, are a 
huge improvement and certainly bring the 
Musso into consideration, with the good ride 
brought by the multilink rear suspension 
proving something of a boon. All other 
considerations aside though, the price is very 
compelling.
